7 
S1tr,—I am extremely anxious to hear from some of your learned cor- 
respondents some explanation of a passage, said to be found in 
*€ Bereshith Rabbi,” as, if it is to be taken literally, I heartily join all that 
has been said against this personal religion of all creeds in which all centres 
in self. Hain Friswell observes very truly in his last work, ‘*A Man’s 
Thoughts,’ just published, ‘ many of this class look up to God daily and 


pray for self, self, self. They hardly think of their toiling brothers and sisters — 


that are round them. Persenal religion narrows all religions; it breaks 
men up into sects ; it makes people deal out damnation to others, it is the 
root of all troubles, it is the personally pious king who becomes a slayer of 
his kind. It is the personally good, pious, and prayerful man who quietly 
assists at burning to death those who do not agree with him.” 

It is the personally pious child who is taught to glorify itself. A recent 


tract described a dying child (it is to be hoped falsely) as wishing to die 


because she said, “ I have seen my harp and my crown—oh! they are such 
beauties ! Here silliness and selfishness are combined. Is heaven a toy 
shop? Is the humble soul to be trumpeted into the awful presence of its 
judge without the judgment of the dead? Both the Christian and Jewish 
creeds say otherwise. : 

Many would be ashamed to repeat the following litany of Rabbi Simeon 
Bar Jochai if it is to be understood literally ; but I hope the case is other- 
wise, so I ask for commentson it: “ The world is not worth thirty righteous 
persons such as our father Abraham. If there were only thirty righteous 
persons in the world, I and my son should make two of them; and if there 
were only twenty, I and my son should be of the number; and if there were 
only five, I and my son would be of the five; and if there were only two, 
I and my son would be those two; and if there were only one, myself should 
be that one.” 2 |

Should a European scholar point these names 
Azariah (5, 10, 4, 2, 6, 16), Ekron (14, 6, 20. 19, 16), Caza (5, 7, 16, or 
rit>), Obadiah (5, 10, 4, 2, 6, 16), Hebrew (10, 20, 2, 16, or 9459), he 
would be directly able to write the names in the original characters ; and 
the Anglican Nosh, Noé, of Gen. v. (8-14, or 43) would not be mistaken 
for the Noah (5, 6, 14, or 93) of Num. ch. xxvii, Compare Solomon 
with Salomo, Jhob with Job and Johab, &. The soft ch is 8 (F) or 11 
(5); the kis 11(35) or 19 (Pp); the v is 2 (3) or 6 (4), without ambi- 
guity. It may cmuse your readers to know that I lately found the meaning 


phrase for 613-315-248, denoting the negative, 
positive, and total precepts; also MIND MODS (1 @, 
MISIN) whese initials are those of Maccabee.

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BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 

The half- yearly report of the Board of Deputies is just published. It 
contains a history of the proceedings of the Board. The decease of the 
treasurer, Mr. M. Van Praagh, is alluded to in terms of appreciative regret ; 
A vote of condolence was passed to his family. He was succeeded as 


treasurer by Mr. H. Harris, and as depnty for the Hambro Synagogue by 
Mr. J. M. Isaacs. 


Newcastle-on-Tyne, has notified a desire to be represented, but, under a 
constitutional law which might be repealed with great advantage, it must 
wait fornearly three years. Mr, J.O. Jacobs has been appointed secretary 
for Hull congregation and Mr, A. J. Jacobs for Newport (Monmonthshire). 

The Board has exerted itself energetically on behalf of the fan.ishing 
Jews in Persia. Painful details were transmitted to the Board by H.M.B. 
Consul at Tabreez. Confirmatory accounts were received from other sources. 
Urgent appeals have been issued to various congregations. To give effect 
to the resolution of the Board, it was necessary to communicate with 
upwards of 300 communities, to advertise in about 25 newspapers, and to 
conduct an extensive correspondence in five languages. <A sum of £15,642 
has been received. £10,850 has been remitted; and the balance, less 
expence of administration, is to be forwarded. The details of receipt and 
expenditure follow, together with documents, including a letter from Sir 
Moses Montefiore to the Shah of Persia, which was forwarded by Farl 


’ Granville for presentation by the Quaeen’s Minister in Persia with official 


recommendation. The accounts of the Rev. R. Bruce are lamentable. 
Clothes have been taken from the persons of the Jews.to pay taxes. The 
Board expresses its grateful sense of the continued exertions of Sir Moses 
Montefiore, who prepared to set out for Persia in order to investigate the 


condition of the Jews and ascertain the best means of relieving them ; but | 


his mission is delayed at the earnest solicitations of persons in high official 
positions here, whohave pointed ont to him that such a journey could only 
be undertaken at the risk of his life. Thanks are also expressed to the 
Rey. Dr. Adler and to Dr. Loewe. : 


A report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee as to signing charges 
and depositions on Sabbath is subjoined. No action is recommended, as 
the committee, after making careful enquiries, consider that great respect 
is paid to the conscientious scruples of Jewish witnesses. A prosecutor 
can authorise a respectable agent to sign for him, The law does not pre- 
scribe any time as to when awitness must signhis depositions. The Com- 
mittee recommend the Board to exercise vigilance so as to take action in 
the event of a case arising. 


Measures have been taken, in concurrence with the Registrar-General, 
to prevent the recurrence of irreguiar marriages, such a marriage having 
taken place at Newcastle. 


The Law and Parliamentary Committee have now under consileration 
the question of certifying synagogues. 

The addresses of the Board to the Queen and Prince and Princess of 
Wales on the happy recovery of his Royal Highness, and their replies. :r> 
appended. The address of the Board to Sir George Jessel on his elevation 
t» the office of Solicitor-General, and Sir Moses’ letter are appended ; but. 
not Sir George’s reply. Reference is made to the letter addressed to the 
Free School Committee in relation to Mr. Angel’s evidence at the School 
Board. The Free School Committee forwarded a copy of letter from Mr. 
Angel emphatically declaring that the remarks to which excepticn was 
taken did not refer to the Jewish population. Copy of resolution was sent 
to the London School Board. The report of the current proceedings of 
the Law and Parliamentary Committee is deferred as the session is pro- 
cécding. 

News having arrived of the outrages against the Jews in Roumania, 
the Board entered into official correspondence with her Majesty’s Government, 
and received an assurance that the Government would exert its influence. 

A statement of expenses follows, and grateful recognition is made of 
the services of Sir M. Montefiore, Mr. J. M. Montefiore, the Treasurer 
and Auditors, and the Solicitor and Secretary, whose labours have lately 
increased. The usual tabular returns are annexed. 


Nortnuwick Cortece.—The annual distribution of prizes took place 
at Victoria Hall, Bayswater, on Wednesday, 17th inst., the Rev. M. N, 
Nathan in the chair. The principal, Rev. A. P. Mendes, introduced the 
Chairman to the meeting as his old master, and one whose instruction and 
example had been most beneficial to him all through life.

A TRIP TO THE HOLY LAND. 

THE SUBSTANCE OF A LECTURE DELIVERED AT THE REQUEST OF THE JEWISH 
WORKING MEN’S LECTURE ASSOCIATION. 


BY CAPT. HENRY LUMLEY, ASSOC. I.N.A. 


No. 2. 

My first day in Jerusalem commenced by a visit to the place which 
is ever the most interesting to a Jew—the Wailing Place, or the only 
known remnant of the Holy Temple. 

Engaging a Jewish guide, old Moses Jacob, we walked into the city

down the hill of a narrow street, partly covered above to ward off the sun’s 


rays, and lined with small dark shops in which were Turks sitting cross- 
legged complacently waiting for customers. The street was pretty fall. 
Greek, Latin, Armenian, and Coptic Christians in all variety of clerical 
costume; water carriers, veiled women, many Jews with ugly side-locks 
and long robes; other Israelites in Turkish dress, with the tarbush 
(fez) or the turban—many of them fair complexioned. Several times 
Thad to give way for strings of loaded camels or donkeys—for the 
donkey moves rarely aside for yon, and the stupid camel never. You must 
give him the wall, however high and mighty you may be, or you must 
consent to be crushed, 

Moses Jacob (my guide) and I passed up some narrow side streets on 
the right and eventually arrived at the Wailing Place. I found here a 
wall of stone about 40 feet high and about 150 feet in length, each stone 
varying in size—some about 20 feet long, and all having the peculiar marks 
on them known as the “ Jewish bevel.” Now this is a special evidence of 
Jew?sh workmanship, which; together with other evidence of the site of the . 
temple, prove that this interesting structure really forms part of a temple 
—perhaps that of King Solomon ; perhaps that of Zernbabel or that of 
Herod. Under any circumstances it remains to this day a lively proof of 
the inaccuracy of the prophecy of the founder of the Christian religion 
who said of the temple, that “ there shall not be left one stone upon ano- 
ther that shall not be thrown down.” Here was I, looking at an immense 
wall of the temple, 40 feet of which was above the ground, and at least 70 
feet below the surface. 

On Fridays, in the afternoon, before the commencement of the Sab- 
bath service, it is customary for the Jews of Jerusalem to attend here and 
wail, crying piteously upon God to redeem Jerusalem. The scene is most 
impressive, and [ may say, awful. Old and young, the aged rabbi, and 
the youth of both sexes, combine in earnest prayer in loud appealing cries ; 
and if any spot on the earth’s surface is more than another provocative 
of prayer, this intensely holy spot remains as a‘sympathetic link, which 
joins people of all nations and creeds unto the worship of the true God. 

A visit to this place alone is worth a journey from Europe. The 
stones are covered with Hebrew names, and in the cracks between the 
stones are many little rolls of parchment, on which are written Hebrew 
prayers asking the Almighty for the speedy advent of the Messiah. 

On this my first visit to the wailing wall, I found a }}} who was 
engaged in measuring it for the purpose of having its face covered with a 
curtain, the charitable gift of a rich Israelite of Salonica. 

This [377 kindly said a 95% "4 for me and mine, and was good 
enough to include in it the name of Sir Moses Montefiore. I also had my 
Hebrew name.written on one of the largest stones. 

From this deepty interesting place I went to Robinson’s Arch—that 


part of the Viaduct joining the South East corner of the Temple Wall, 


and forming part of the connection between the Temple and Mount Zion, 
as described by Josephus, ard one of the few historical material data which 
point out the exact site of the Holy Temple. 

That evening, there being a bright moonlight, I-stood upon the roof 
of our house, built in true Eastern style, with a staircase in the centre 
leading to the open roof (the house, in fact, being open from top to ground 
floor), and I gazed upon a truly interesting scene. 

Imagine a position which commands a view of nearly all the city. I 
the foreground, indeed, immediately at my feet, lay the pool of Hezekiah, 
but with very little water in it, as this was the dry season, and the rains 
were amonth overdue. Beyond this the city, like a ruined graveyard, lay 
in a bath of cold grey moonlight. A little to the left was the high cir- 
cular dome of the Church of the Sepulchre, with a tower or a mosque here 
and there. A large open space in front, with an immense domed building 
in it, was the Temple Area and the Mosque of Omer. Another Mosque— 
that of Al Aksar—with some trees, was near it; and beyond the city the 
background wa; filled up by the Mount of Olives. <A solitary tall 


palm tree was on the right, close to where I was observing 
this melancholy picture; and it seemed to be looking 
down, with its branches drooping, as if in sorrow, at the 
city in its desolation. The only sound was the appropriate, 


discordant and half melancholy song of the Arab minstrel from a coffee- 
house near, who, with a wailing cry which seemed to be unlike anything 
else but a ghastly accompaniment of some dolefal savage death-rite, was 
making night hideous. 

On one of the days we spent in Jerusalem, we paid a visit, by special 
appointment, to the Chacham Baschi or official Jewish High Priest. 
He received us in Divan in true oriental fashion. The principal room of 
his house is surrounded with benches on which are soft cushions—the 
use of chairs and the mode of sitting in the European way being unknown. 
The floor is partly covered by a rich Persian carpet ; and we were met at 
the entrance of the house, (which is in the Jewish quarter,) by the master of 
it, who was accompanied by two priests of inferior grade. Taking us each 
by the hand, he seated us on the Divan—we, of course, seating ourselves 
injthe usual European way, but he in Turkish cross-legged fashion. Out 
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Interpreter stood in front, and a conversation was coramenced through him, 
slightly flavoured with eastern compliment. It was most amusing to speak 
in this manner through a third person. Everytuing we had to say to the 
Chacham Baschi we addressed to Moses Jacob; and then, when the inter- 
preter spoke, we had to watch the countenance of the Chacham, who was 
all smiles and courtesy, to try to discover whether our meaning was pro- 
perly conveyed and understood. Sweetmeats, coffee, and long pipes were 
brought in by servants, who advanced with eastern formality after having 
left their shoes outside the sacred limits of the carpet. 

Abraham Ashkenasci, the Chacham Baschi, is a fine and intelligent 
looking man of about 60 years of age. He has a large white beard, and 
he wears a turban and oriental robes. Heis a Turk and belongs to the 
Sephardic branch of Jews. As the head of the Jews in the Holy Land and 
the recognised official medium between them and the Turkish Government, 
he holds a position similar to that of a Foreign Consul. He is decorated with 
the Order of the Mejidie in diamonds from the Sultan, and has the consular 
honour of a footman with a silver headed staff to precede him when he 
walks in the city. We were afterwards witnesses of the pecnliar respect 
with which he is treated, inasmuch as he is saluted with the very lowly but 
truly Eastern reverent observance and kissing of the hand paid to per- 
sonages of high rank. We discussed many interesting subjects with the 
Chacam Baschi, among which the condition of the Jews in Jerusalem, the 
question of the water supply to the city and other matters, were referred to. 

We afterwards paid visits to other Rabbis, inspected a large synagogue 
in process of building, and looked in at five synagogues, in ‘nearly all of 
which were a great number of old men reading the Talmud. There is 
nothing particularly remarkable in the synagogues; nothing of ornament 
or of interest in an antiquarian point of view. In one I noticed a piece of 
carved stone gothic work, which might. have been the remnant of some 
building of the 13th or 14th century. When we attended the services on 
Friday evening and on Saturday, we found them conducted with mode- 
rate decorum. Thev were of the same or nearly similar character to those 
of the Western Jews. 


It was a question of some slight hesitation whether my brother and 
I, being Jews, should visit those places in Jerusalem where it is dangerous 
or prejudicial for Jews to enter. [ refer to the mosque of Omar anid to the 
Church of the Sepulchre. The city itself is a hotbed of fanaticism, bigotry 
and religious hatred. In the Mosque of Omar no Jew -dare go, except 
under special guard, Sir Moses Montefiore was one of those who went, 
accompanied by Mr. Guedalla. There are but very few Jews in Jerusalem 
who would enter it if they might, the place being at present defiled ; as this 
—the site of the holy Temple—has now a Mahommedan place of worship 
erected on it; andin the Church of the Sepulchre it is equally danzerous 
for a Jew to enter, for here the Christians interpose. Dr. Frankel, who 
visited Jerusalem in 1859, says he believes he was the first Jow who hal 
been in that church for fifteen centuries. | 

We had obtained a consular order and a Turkish guard for the 
Mosque of Omar, and disregarded the warnings we had received—and as 
for the Church of the Sepulchre, [went into it quietly one afternoon with 
my guide, and nobody knew or asked to what religion I belonged. 

We went to the Mosque at the early hour of seven in the morning, so 
as to avoid meeting the Turks, and, taking off our boots at the entrance of 
the Haran (or Temple area), we put on slippers,. made the acquaintance of 
the Sheik, and were taken to all the interesting spots in this place, which 
is most dear to every Jew throughout the world as the site of our great 
Temple. | 

The Flaran, or noble Sanctuary, covers a space equal to one fifth of 
the city. In it, covered by the Mosque, is the dome of the rock, or in 
other words the summit of Mount Moriah, carefully fenced by a railing— 
but we were allowed to touch the enclosure. Here is the locality of the 
Mahomedan fable of the ascent of the prophet into heaven. Some marks 
in the rock are pointed out as the indents of the fingers of the Angel 
Gabriel, other marks are shown as the impress of the foot of Mahomet, and 
a variety of other things more interesting than reliable are here exhibited, 
The rock itself is gravely pointed out to be suspended in mid air like 
Mahomet’s coflin; but as we afterwards descended beneath it and recog- 
nised its supports, we ventured to doubt the accuracy of this information. 

In the cave beneath the rock, the floor which sounds hollow, covers, 
our Sheik said, the mouth of hell! But two objects which [I saw were 
much more interesting than these superstitious fables. These were two 
exquisitely carved pieces of sculpture in white marble, eaca about four feet 
high, and called by the Turks the praying places of David and Solomon. 

They are of an original and bold design, with pillars linked in a mar- 
yellous manner. The pediments ave cut into a foliated pattern and the 
upper ornament is a graceful series of Howers. It is a model for sculptors 
to all eternity! From their great beauty, and because they are so much 
unlike and better than anything we saw, they doubtless belong to a totally 
different period in the history of art. Who shall say that they do not 
form some remaining part of the glorious Temple of Solomon! [attempted 
a sketch of one of them, but under the difficulties of candle-light and the 
impatience of the Sheik, had to give up my intention. a . 

The Mosque of Omar itself is a magnificently large building, but it 
seems to have been originally erected for some other purpose than a3 a 
place of Mahomedan worship. After becoming accustomed to the gloom 
of the interior, I made out a grand and lofty cupola roof supported by 
massive marble columns, in a style approaching the Grecian, with a run of 
string courses connecting them, from which spring round arches : upporting 
the roof. Everywhere are coloured marble and Arabesque ornament, which 

seem to cover other work beneath ; but the origin of this building is 
hardly clear, and much of it is out of repair. 

In the course of our inspection of the Temple area, we went beneath 
it in one part and found splendid underground galleries or crypts, suppor-

ted by stone columns. It may be concladed that many secrets are hidden 
within this spot, such as bear upon the early history of the Temple, the 


storage of corn, and the supply of water to the Temple and city, with, 
perhaps, the locality of a powerful 


question of the mode in which Jerasalem was supplied with water daring 


the sieges it has undergone: for it never suffered from want of water at 
those times. It would, indeed, be a blessing to the city in these times to 


oe =e question satisfactorily, for the greatest of its requirements now 
is water !

THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


Tuat most eloqueut and aceomplished writer on Jewish subjects, Zunz,has 
pointed out the mischief which has beeninflictedinall ages upon the Jewish 
people by apostates. ‘Issuing from the midst of the Jewish people, and 
swayed by vindictiveness, or seduced by vanity and corrupted by lucre, 
these men brought sorrow and death upon their own kindred. ‘ My mother’s 
children weve angry with me,’ says the Song of Solomon (i. 6), Upon this 
Topas Ben Exiezer observes, ‘ These are the iniquitous Israelites who harm 
and rob us by the help of Christianity.” Bexgamin Hatevr heard the 
trumpet of salvation ‘when the arrogant, the idolater, and the informer 
crawl along in disappointment.’ ‘To this class of men is ascribable the 
invention of trumped-up charges concerning the immolation of children, or 
the drinking of blood, the poisoning of wells, the erncifixion of the Host.’* 


The sacrilege at Ismail appears to have been committed by one of these 
men, Lithuanian by birth, baptized at the age of fourteen —a man without 
spiritual or moral backbone. Jacos Siiper deserted from the Russian army 
and took service with a Jewish tailor in Ismail. Here he appears tohave been 
suborned by Roumanian or Russian conspirators, who afterwards deserted 
him and allowed him to suffer the penalty justly due to the fool who is the 
instrument of knaves. Thoroughly to excite the mob against the Jews, it 
was necessary to be able to say that a Jew had committed a sacrilegious 
theft. Siner, having now confessed to committing the theft, and having 
accused his coreligionists of prompting it, would, perhaps, had he remained 
firm to that statement, been quietly allowed to escape. But as the wretched 
man has recanted his charges—as, after denouncing a Jewish tailor as_ his 
accomplice, and then, to serve his employers more thoroughly, and under the 
influence of torture, having accused the rabbi and warden of Ismail—he has 
now confessed that no single Jew hada hand in tho matter, that he was set 
on by the soi-disant Christian plotters who have deserted him, he will pro- 


bably suffer that vengeance of the law which is the smallest portion of his 


punishment. 
Would that he suffered alone! But the plot was only too successful ; 
and on the arrest of those whom he denounced, up rose the mob. The thief,

| the butcher, the violator of women, have had a full debauch at the expense 
of our unhappy brethren. Savagery has had the exquisite pleasure of 
wringing the sensitive reins of a higher civilisation, In the meantime, a 
political object has been attained; and it has been shewn to the world that 
the Roumanian government is unable to control its subjects. Not only is 
it unable to control its subjects, but it allows enactments to subsist, by which 
the Jews are legally, as it were, or judicially persecuted. 


Mr. Ricuarp, in his eloquent speech of Friday night, hoped that the 
force of public opinion might be sufficient to prevent such outrages. But, 
trusting to the public opinion of England to reform Roumania, is like hoping 
to reclaim a vicious horse by reading to him an eloquent leader from T'he 
Field. 

What is the latest news ? Our innocent brethren have been found 
guilty by a Roumanian jury, and the Roumanian rioters have been acquitted 
by a tribunal of the same authority. The victim has been put on his trial 
the guilty persons were accusers, judges, witnesses. The issue of the cause 
was certain from its beginning. The Under Secretary of England for 
Foreign Affairs, Lord Enrig.p, expresses every sympathy, every regret. 
He tells us that the Jews are universally respected here, but he points to 
that detestable trial out there. What! Does ary English statesman 
place faith in the conclusions of such a tribunal? The blood accusations, 
the charges of river-poisoning, of b»witching, of defacing churches and the 
statues of saints, have been made 2.9 many times falsely, and people can 
listen to them again! True or false, they could be no justification for the 
ruin of whole communities on the spot and fifty miles off. They are no 
justification for abusing young women and beating old, for bringing death, 
want, and despair into thousands of industrious homes. We thank the 
English ministry for what they have done, We respectfully tell them, it 
is not enough. They have sent orders to the Consul to remonstrate. 
What are the remonstrances of a Consul, who cannot and will not speak 
clearly for fear of losing that favour with the local authorities which, of 
course, is valuable to him? 


A direct collective note from the seven Powers—England, France, 
Italy, Turkey, Austria, Germany, and Prussia—who guaranteed the abused 
independence of the Principalities ; a note telling the Roumanian bandit- 
patriots that what they will lose by these outrages, if repeated, is the only 
privilege they value—that of misgoverning themselves; such a note, to be 
followed by combined action, is the only thing from which good conse- 
quences could be expected. Sincere and just co-operation in such repre- 
sentation or intervention would lay the suspicions which keep alive an 
Eastern question. At all events, the proposal should be formally made by 
the Powers which have interests of civilization at heart. We should then 
see, by accessions or refusals to it, who were for light and who were for 
darkness. The Power which refused to concur in snch a step, when pro- 
posed by governments with which it had entered into a solemn convention, 
could no longer lay claim to having emerged from barvarism. Let us 
know who are our friends and who are our enemies. 


- All.this is said in fear and trembling. We are now ia Passover, 
solemn season of a great deliverance and of many tribulations. The day 
after to-morrow is observed as Easter Sunday by the Greek Christians of 
Roumania. Merrily does this week ordinarily pass in Western Jewish 
homes. It did not pass gaily iast year for the Jews in Odessa. Let us 
pray this week for the unfortunate children of our common Father, who 
huddle together on the splintered floors of Ismail, Cahul, and the blood- 
stained villages of Roumanian Bessarabia. 


THE SYNAGOGUE QUESTION. 
[FIFTH ARTICLE. | 
We had intended to conclude in this article our reference t> metropo- 
litan Synagogues, before passing to the equally interesting subject of pro- 
vincial synagogues, whose congregations have not always hitherto received 
a due amount of consideration from the motropolitan congregations ; for 
the strong municipal or de-centralizing spirit which is 89 peculiarly British 
deeply pervades the political atmosphere of English Judaism. 

But before proceeding to show what districts are insufficiently 
accommodated and what are the most pressing and urgent local needs, we 
urge the general question on the attention of all our brethren, for the 
welfare of the Jews concerns every one of their body. Surely while we 
are considering and labouring for the spiritual welfare of the Jews 
abroad, we might also consider and labour for those near home! If this 
be not so, if the West-End and the North and the South and the Centre 
of London are not concerned in the religious and congregational interests 
of the Hast of London; if London is not concerned in the spiritual inte- 
rests or the troubles of the provinces; thenit is farcical, if not even perhaps 
impious, to quote on all possible occasions, ia ond out of season, the trite 


| Congregational life, it should be remembered, is essential as far as 


| 
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material instrumentality avails, to preserve the fabric of Judaism as acom- | 


munity. This should not be regarded with indifference. Men may keep Sab- 
baths and Festivals, they may have 35 tables and pray thrice daily in 
the privacy of their chambers; but that, essential though it is, does not 
fally carry out Judaism. To support it and maintain it, to strengthen it, 
—nay, materially or humanly speaking, to keep it alive—they must com- 
bine in congregations; they must form part of congregations and fulfil con- 
gregational duties. Fall well, indeed, was this comprehended by our sages 
and leaders in past ages, the men to whom we owe so much. To them the 
synagogue was the all in all. It was the House of Assemblage where 
the men of Israel might congregate, not for prayer only, not for instruction 
only, but for the sake of the religious commonwealth —the communal res 
publica. 1t wae not only in former days, when we were a down-trodden 
oppressed, alien, outcast, hunted down race in every country where our 
wandering tribes set foot, that these congregational gatherings—these 
centres of deliberation and action—were necessary for the vitality of Jewish 
existence. They aro still necessary even in these happier days, when 
humanity, freedom, toleration and reason, govern the civilized world. 
Perhaps never more necessary than now, when a danger almost as great as 
the isolation of old threatens our community—the danger of the tendency 
of amalgamation with the surrounding masses of our fellow citizens. 
In the surging flood of opposing influences, the synagogue is the ark of 
refuge which floats secure and serene on the waters; whether, as of yore, 
those waters beat against the vesse’’s sides with the greedy and angry 
violence of the storm; or whether, as now, the waters, calmin a misguiding 


serenity, rise around us, threatening to overwhelm with the even flow of 
their gentle waves. 


We therefore blame all Jews (and we blame so seldom that we hope 
when we venture to blame our censure will not only be taken in good 
part, but will have due effect) who do not appreciate and support congrega- 
tional life. For this reason, we always urge the building of new syna- 
gogues. [or this reason we urge the policy of providing proper synagogal 
accommodation for the greatest possible number and for all classes of the 
community—those who can pay much, little, or nothing for such accommo- 
dation. For this reason we blame those who, obstinately, in the face of 
facts and experience, build synagogues either too small to receive the 
present, contingent, probable or possible number of worshippers, or would- 
be worshippers, or ought-to-be worshippers. For this reason, we have 
always consistently urged in these columas, even in days when it was not 
fashionable or easy to do so, the policy of a United Synagogue; and while 
we by no means approve of all the policy of the United Synagogue, and are 
ready to caution and condemn when there are grounds for warning or cen- 
sure, we still uphold the United Synagogue of London, as the first great 
earnest, judicious, and spirited embodiment of a principle which should 
prevail, and which will prevail sooner or later—the principle of Jewish 
Congregational’ Union. 


For this reason, also, we maintain the propriety of every Jew belong- 
ing to a congregation, so that he may take part in some way in the great 
work that has to be performed. The number of extra congregational Jews 
is, unfortunately, too large. ‘There are fathers of families so unmindful of 
their religious duties, as to consider that they are accomplished 
by merely sending their sons to Jewish boarding schools (the good religious 
influence of which is immediately counteracted at home in vacation time, 
or by parental example), or by merely sending their daughters into Jewish 
society. There are men who are not fathers of families, and who think, 
therefore, they have no Jewish duties to perform —oblivious or ignorant of 
the fact that the responsibility which rests on each man of doing a duty to 
humanity is not cabined, cribbed, and confined by ties of kinship or family. 
There are young men of the middle class, and there are also poor men of 
the lower class, who would become members of congregations if they could 
afford it, if they were attracted or persuaded and enabled to do so. 
There are some Jews who object even to making the slightest 
sacrifice in order that they may fulfil the congregational duties 
which are incumbent on all. There are other Jews who, with the 
best intentions, cannot become members, or at least active members, 
of congregations from the circumstance of their unavoidable or inci- 
dental residence in localities where there is no synagogue; and for this 
class we have really very great sympathy. For these extra congregational 
Jews some effort must be made to bring them within the fold. 


The duties incumbent on humanity at large should be fulfilled by each 
individual ; each man according to his means and powers—FJMYD WN 
5—but, above all, with all his means and powers, 253. Such 
duties are, however, intensified in the case of the Jews, because the voice 
of Heaven itself intervened to place those duties clearly before the heart of 
the Jew, and to call on him by the most sacred invocation to fulfil them. 
To heal the sick, to tend the dying, to bury the dead, to soothe the sufferer, 
to relieve and succour the poor, to sanctify marriage, to help the prisoner, 
to train the child into the ways of Religion and Happiness —all these are 
incumbent duties. In Judaism these are individual duties. In the 


Jewish community they can only be fulfilled by the institution ofa P55 
congregation. | 

Hence the Congregation is the active vital centre of Jewish national 
life. The Synagogue is the heart of Judaism. Thither flow the streams 
of its life blood to impart to‘it its genial animating heat, and its active 
useful motion ; thence flow the streams of life blood that shall percolate 
and circulate through the whole system in every great artery and minor 
vein, in every part, to keep alive and at work the whole organization, and 
make the Jewish community what Judaism itself is—a 7/» ing fact. 


WEST METROPOLITAN JEWISH SCHOULS.

The Presipent read Mr. J. M. Solomon’s report on the recent exa- 
mination of the children. The report spoke in the highest terms of the 
efficient management of the schools under their respective teachers, and of 
the intelligence of the pupils.

THE LATE DR. KOSCH,

Dr. Kosch, an eminent Jewish member of the German Reichstag, 
died on the 27th ult., in the Berlin Jewish Hospital, in the 70th year of 
his age. Besides a funeral service i: the new Berlin Temple, a special 


+ service in his memory was also held in the Adath Israel Synagogue. 


Rabbi Dr. Hildesheimer alluded in eloquent language to the morit of the 
deceased, and his great patriotic conduct asa Jew and a German; and 
observed that men of such steadfast and high minded principles are an 
ornament to the party to which they belong and a credit to their religion, 
country, and humanity at large. Dr. Kosch was a zealous friend of the 
Jewish cause. 


THE. LATE: W. BLACK.

The Rev. W. H. Black of Millyard, Goodman's Fields, who died on 
the 12th inst., deserves to occupy a nook in the columns of the Jewish 


Ch roivicle. 


The denomination to which he belonged, and in whose place of worship 
he ministered, stands nearer Judaism than any other Christian sect. Not 
only was the deceased a Unitarian in the strictest sense of the word, but 
he also scrupulously kept the Seventh Day Sabbath from even to even, as 
do the Jews ; and rather than desecrate it he years ago resigned the deputy 
keepership in the Rolls’ Office which he held under the late Sir Francis 
Palgrave. He was a fair Hebrew scholar, took a warm interest in all 
religious and intellectual movements of the Jewish community; was a 
great and intelligent lover of rabbinical literature; and possessed a very 
valuable collection of rabbinical manuscripts which he called 49°59 "495 
(treasures of Millyard), It would be interesting to know what will be the 
fate of this library. Peace to his ashes !

ROUMANIA. 


The Rowmanian Post states that the tribunal at Busen has 
condemned the five innocent Jews of Ismail to three years’ imprison- 
ment with hard labour. Mr. Peixotto, the United States Consul, on being 
apprised, immediately waited upon Prince Charles to solicit him to revoke 
the sentence: and the Prince has consented to grant his request. 
Dr. Benisch has received a telegram to the same effect. 


THE LATE LEOPOLD: JAVAL. 
Mr. Leopold Javal, a highly respected and influential member of the 
French Jewish community, has just died at Paris. The deceased was a 


member of the French National Assembly, and an officer of the Legion of 
Honour. His funeral took place on the 31st ult. It was largely attended. 
A deputation, consisting of anumber of members of the National Assembly 
—among whom were the Prince de Joinville and M. Jules Favre—took 
part in the proceedings. Fonr funeral orations were delivered at the grave 
by the Chief Rabbis [sidor and Zadoc Kahn, M. Frank, member of the 
Institute, and M. Guichard, member of the National Assembly. 


Jews’ Corteck.—-The annual report of Jews’ College is just issued. 
An alteration has been made in the educational staff, owing to the resigna- 
tion of the head master, Mr. Maconachie. The post will be in future (as 
in former years) merged in that of Principal, worthily filled by Dr. Fried- 
lander. Former students who are filling clerical and educational posts give 
continued and special satisfaction to their constituents. The school makes 
marked progress. It is very full at present. It is singular that the College - 
should be so little supported by our community. When one compares the 
support extended by Jews to their training college with that given by other 
denominational bodies to their colleges, one may well be surprised, and 
even shocked, at the melancholy contrast. There are comparatively very 
few. subscribers. It is, indeed, difficult to remunerate a proper teaching 
staff (and instructors of high educational rank are required) with so small an 
annual income. And yet, forsooth, we hear persons complain that we look 
abroad for our ministers ! Surely this institution should be daly and suitably 
maintained. 

Jews’ Inrant Scuoor.— Her Majesty’s Inspector’s reports of his visits 
to the Infants Schocls have been received, and are very satisfactory. The 
grants made are as follows: The school Commercial-street, £286 12s., from 
which has to be deducted £60 on account of numerical incompleteness of 


staff of pupil teachers, leaving balance of £226 12s, The grant to the school . 


in Tenter-street is £84 16s, . 

Srepney Jewish Scuoors.— At length the builders have. commenced 
the new school house at Stepney. This work has been somewhat delayed 
from the difficulty of finding temporary accommodation for the pupils 
while the building was going on. Until the new building is ready, the 
schools will be carried on at premises in 256, Mile End Road, corner of 
White Horse Lane. 

A Lares Lirrie Dinner Panty.—We had the gratification of 
attending a large little dinner party last week—the last of a series given 
at the Jews’ Infant School, under the benevolent and energetic superin- 
tendence of Miss Harris, through the philanthropy of a few friends. The 
rapidity with which the hundreds of little ones were served, their delight 
and cheering at the appearance of the bowls, the nutritious excellence of 
the food, the unexceptionable order and discipline, rendered the entertain - 
ment one of thorough and pure enjoyment. These dinners have been 
given twice a week during the term. To avoid “pauperizing,” those (we fear 
there are not too many) who can bring a half-penny towards the expenses, 
are expected to do so. . It was really affecting to see so many little ones 
made happy. Apicius, Epicurus, or even Captain Carlton Arymar could 
not have provided a more enjoyable banquet. The savings bank is making 
rapid and prosperous progress under the care of Miss Harris, whose exer- 
tions are indefatigable. 

AmsrerpaAm.—On the 1ith inst., Her Majesty the Queen of Holland 
visited the Dutch Jewish Orphanage for girls. Her Majesty was received 
by Mr. W. A. Willing, who explained to her all the particnlars of the 
institution. The Queen evinced great intezest in everything, and stayed 
for about an hour. The children sang the National Anthem (‘* Wien 
Neerlands bloed ”), the song of the banner (“ Vlaggelied’’), and the prayer 
for the King, the Queen, and the Royal Family. The youngest girl offered 
to Her Majesty a splendid bouquet, which the Queen graciously accepted.

THE BOY MORTARA, 
The following letter appears in the Roman Times, an English journa 
published in Rome :— 
Sir,—Among the ecclesiastical personages made conspicuous by their 
absence this year from the Feasts and Fas's of the Church in Rome igs 
“the young Mortara,” who formerly divided with the Pope the attention 


_of foreign visitors on the occasion of a grand procession at St. Peter’s, 


Perhaps it is not generally known that he was sent out of Italy soon 
after the occupation of Rome by the Italian troops, and, after remainin 
a short time in Belgium, left Europe for Australia, via the United States, 
He is nowa man and a priest, 1nd, obedient to the long course of training 
which he has received at the hands of his Jesuit teachers, he voluntarily 
refuses all communication with his Jewish pareats. Immediately on the 
establishment of Victor Emanuel as ruler of Rome, the father of the young 
Mortara hastened hither, and endeavoured to obtain an interview with his 
son; but his request was denied, the youth himself sending him word 
that henceforth he acknowledged neither father nor mother nor any 
earthly tie. Still the old man lingered and watched in hopes to see his 
child, and at last he met bim in the street in a procession of young priests, 
and spoke to him. The son vouchsafed to return his greetinz, and then 
they parted, proba»dly never to meet again. 

Of all the many events which have gradually undermined the influ- 
ence of the Romish church, both as a temporal and a spiritual power, no 
one incident has done so much to hasten its downfall as the abduction of 
Edgar Mortara. The agonised cries of those bereaved parents resounded 
throughout Christendom ; they appealed to our common nature and found 
sympathy everywhere ; and though all attempts on the part of Protes- 
fants to induce the church to resign its prey were in vain, the cause was 
not forgotten; while the outrage done to maternity in the name of the 
Virgin Mother was an inconsistency which even devout Catholics could 
not overlook. It is true, however, that the public excitement and in- 
dignation would have been greater and more cuduring if the child had 
been stolen from heretic Christians. 

At that time the Jews evergwhere in Italy were despised and perse- 
cuted. In Rome they were limited to the narrow quarter of the Ghetto, 
before the entrance of which siood, as a perpetual insult, a Catholic 
Church, bearing upon its front a represen/ation of Uhrist upon the Cross 
with the inscription: “ All the day long have I stretched out my hand 
unto a disobedient and ‘gainsaying people.” The Church is still there, 
but the Hebrews are free to come and go, to build and dwell where they 
please; and Jews are sitting to-day in the Parliament of the nation and 


in the cabinet of the king. 


In Bologna, where the Mortara family were living, the distracted 
father could not obtain any rights as a citizen, when he protested before 
the authorities against the forcible entry of his house, by the police and 
demanded assistance to enable him to keep his.child. 

Nor did his troubles cease with that cruel crime, The chureh seems 
to have clicvished a spite against him because of his very sorrows, (as 
men o/ten hate those whom they have injured), and still more, perhaps, 
because these have secured for him the constant sympathy of the whole 
civilized world. During the past winter he was arrested and tried in 
Florence, on the charge of having murdered his servant girl, by throw- 
ing her out cf an upper window, the burden of testimony: resting upon. 
two priests living in the same house, who swore that they saw him do 
the deed. But the reputation of Mortara asa peacefnl and merciful 
man, together with the fact of his severe illness at the time of the girl’s 
suicide, convinced his judges of his innocence ; he was defended, free 
of cost, by Mancini, one of the first advocates of Florence, and honourably 
acquitted, to the discomfiture of his ecclesiastical enemies and the joy of 
thousands of his fellow citizens. On the other hand the church has ap- | 
peared anxious to smooth over the particulars of the story and to excuse 
the deing of evil that good might come. Only a few menths agoa 
Catholic writer in an American Journal, answered an allusion to young 
Mortara by the assertion that the father had visited his son repeatedly 
in Rome, and that the son (so the writer believed) had visited his father 
at Bologna. There is not a word of truth in this story. Edgar Mortara 
has never visited his family, nor, with the exception of that recent mo- 
mentary interview in the street has his father seen his son in Rome 
since he, with the mother, followed him here on his abduction and was 
warned, by pitying strangers, to leave the city. 

There is no doubt that this strange occurrence has done much to 
break down the barriers of prejudice between Christians and Jews, and 
to bring about the gradual installation of the latter people in cheir just 
rights as human beings and as citizens. The parents of Edgar Mortara 
must, we fear, find their only consolation in this remote compensation 
for their affliction. For their private wrong there is no recompense, and 
can be none.— Yours Kc.,

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JEWS’ HOSPITAL. 
On Thursday, the 15th inst., the Anniversary Festival of the Jews’ 
Hospital, Lower Norwood, took place at the London Tavern, under the 
presidency of Dr. Brenrenn, the Cha'rman of the Committee. About 70 


gentlemen were present including :

The festival was marked by several unprecedented characteristics. In 
the first place, the entire proceedings were unusually brief—their brevity 
almost amounted to a fault. The introduction of the utilitarian spirit is 
somewhat dangerous at a charity dinner, inasmuch as if carried too far it 
might tend to the abolition of the dinner altogether. Another unusual 
circumstance, and which gave rise to some comment from Sir Anthony 
Rothschild, was the absence of any member of the Jewish clergy—and 
the consequent omission of the toast cf ‘The Jewish Clergy.” We 
hope this circumstance will be unique; its repetition would tend to 
weaken the influence of the Jewish clergy. We think it also a fault that 
not any vocal or instrumental music interspersed the post-prandial speeches. 
A military band—(of the Coldstream Guards under the direction of Mr. 
Dan Godfrey)—played several lively airs during the dinner; but after 
favouring the company with the usual loyal strains, they left; so that 
one speech succeeded another with a rapidity and continuity amounting 
almost to monotony. The last peculiar circumstance of the festival to 
which we feel it our duty to call attention is an execedingly pleasant cir- 
cumstance, and it affords a bright contrast. The English ode recited on 


the occasion was written by an inmate of the institution —a boy named Percy 


Barnett, aged 14. This excellent ode is given below, and it will be feund to 
evince deep poetic feeling and it has a pleasant musical rhythm. We under- 
stand that the ode was the result of a competition among the best scholars 


of the institution. Four pupils competed, and the Rev. J. Chapman declared | 


the ode by Percy Barnett to be the best of the compositions. 

The Rey, J. Cuarman having intoned grace, 

The Cuarrman proposed the usual loyal toasts, whieh were drunk 
with much enthusiasm.—Mr. M. 8. Orrennerm responded on behalf of 
the “ Army, Navy, and Auxiliary Forces.” 

A Hebrew Ode was then recited by an inmate of the institution named 
Abraham Kisch. “he Ode was written by Mr. Edward L. Levy, a former 
pupil of Jews’ Hospital and now one of the masters of the Birmingham 
Hebrew National Schools. The following English Ode was recited by a 
girl named Adelaide Lazarus. This poem, as stated above, was composed 
by Percy Barnett.. 

Upon the waters cast thy bread,” 
And though long years past by, 


Still on its mission it has sped; 
Good deeds can never die! 


As shepherds guard their helpless flocks, 
And shield them from the cold, 
You lead us o’er life's rugged rocks, 
And bring us to the fold. 


You point to us the righteous path, 
And show its guide-star bright: 
You teach our great and holy faith— 

This is the beacon light. 


And God will surely bless all those 

- Whose works sweet childhood cheer, 

Whose mercy gives to age repose, 
And dries the orphan’s tear, 


And when the plants you cherished grow 
And leave your fostering care, 
The beaming Sun of life shall glow 
And show the fruits they bear, 

The Cnarrman’ then rose to propose the toast of the evening 
—‘¢ Prosperity to the Jews’ Hospital.” On rising, the Chairman was 
greeted with much cheering. After begging the indulgence of 
his hearers for any shortcomings in appealing on behalf of the charity, 
he expressed himself sanguine of the result of his appeal. He 
sketched the early history of the institution, It was three quar- 
ters of a century since it had been felt necessary to found an 
institution in which the destitnte aged could find a refuge in their 
declining days and poor children a home where they conld be maintained 
and prepared for their future life. In 1795 the initiative was taken to 
found the Jews’ Hospital. Owing to the exertions of the late Abraham 
Goldsmid and his brother, asum was raised for the purpose; and an additional 
effort resulted in raising and partially endowing the establishment at Mile 
End. After a lapse of time it became necessary either to rebuild the edifice 
at Mile End or remove to the country. After considerable deliberation, 
the latter step was decided upon. The committee were reluctantly compel- 
led to decline the munificent offer by Mr. Henry Moses of a site at Cater- 
ham, and were fortunate in having had the gift of the land upon which the 
present building stood, offered by Mr. Barnett Meyers, whose zeal and devo- 
tion to the interests of the charity were beyond all praise. In 1861 the 
Jews’ Hospital was removed to Lower Norwood. Although the institution 
Was at one time almost crippled for funds, he was glad to state that it was 
at the present time as prosperous as its best friends could desire. The 
Chairman referred to the great and good work done by the Jews’ 
Hospital. By giving an education and home to poor children, it had done 
much to stem the tide of pauperism. The present was not an age in which 
any institution could rely upon its past services; it must show the good it is 
doing at present to'receivethe continued support of thecommunity. Apart from 
the immediate benefit of sheltering and educating the children admitted, 


the institution did much good by causing iatending candidates to qualify 
themselves by passing a preliminary examination. The Chairman also 
spoke of the benefit conferred by the institution in apprenticing the chil- 
dren, on leaving school, to trades of a healthy and renumerative character. 
livery means were taken to give the inmates a chance to elevate themselves 
in the social scale. Many of the former inmates were ministers, officials of 
synagogues, masters of schools, and even officers of the institution itself. 
The charity, old as it is, is by no means wedded to ancient courses. It 
adapts itself to the growing and varying wants of the community. By its 
committee causing it to be certified under the provisions cf the Pauper 
Removal Act, its doors had been opened to Jewish children found 
in Workhouses, who were thus restored to that faith of whose tenets 
they were in danger of becoming oblivious. How beneficial the insti- 
tution had been to the class which it was chiefly intended to benefit 
was shown by the increasing number of applications at each succeeding 
election. The committee much regretted that so few could be admitted. 
The institution had but one hundred inmates, and but one third of its ac- 
commodation had been utilized. The present staff was also sufficient for a 
much larger number of children. To increase the number of inmates was 
impracticable without liberal support. The income was £1,500 increased by 
a sum of £400 from annual subscriptions. There was thus an annual deficit 
of £1,000. There was no other resource to meet this deficiency than to 
hold an anniversary festival. The institution was not now encumbered by 
any debt. Its large debt of £6,000, which it had owed to its bankers, had 
been cleared off. After referring in terms of the highest praise to the 
ability, zeal, and attention of the staff of the institution, the chairman con- 
cluded his remarks by making an eloquent, earnest appeal on behalf of the 
Jews’ Hospital. He particularly referred to the undoubted claims for 
support which the institution had upon the provincial congregations, The 
chairman said that there was not one election in which they did not witness 
the election of at least one child from the provinces. There was not one 


‘congregation which did not include among its number, at least one, who 


owed his early training, education, and subsequent position in life to the 
Jews’ Hospital. The remarks of the chairman were much applauded. 

The toast was drunk with the usual honours. 

Sir A. Rotuscnitp proposed the “ Health of the Chairman.” He 
said that it had given him munch pleasure to hear from the Chairman the 
past history of the institution—how it was founded; how many children 
it had educated and supported ; in fact, the whole of the past “ups and 
downs” of the charity. He felt certain that everyone present was pleased 
and delighted to hear from the Chairman that the finances of the institu. » 
tion were in a flourishing state. It was due to the gentleman who presided 
that evening—and who, he might say, was the President of the institution— 
that they should thank him, and his colleagues, for having brought the cha 
rity to its present prosperous state. He knew what it was to preside over 
a charity dinner; how anxions the Chairman is to be able to state that the 
charity is progressing, and that the subscriptions in response to his appeal 
are according to his wishes. He was sure all present would unite in drink- 
ing the health of the gentleman who, notwithstanding his occupations, gave 
up his time and pleasure to the service of the institution. In these times 
they had a difficuly in getting chairmen to preside at a festival and others 
to assist them. When he saw there present, gentlemen, whom he 
was always pleased to see; and when he noted gentlemen absent who onght 
to have been there; he felt compelled to express his regret that not one of 
the clergy had honoured them with their society at this festival dinner. 
Hlis feelings were strong upon the matter because he had often taken the 
chair and had been supported by the clergy. The Jews’ Hospital was one 
of the first institutions among the Jews, and it should be supported not only 
by the clergy, but by all the community. He thanked Dr. Behrend for 
presiding, and concluded by proposing the “ Health of the Chairman.” 


The toast was drunk with enthusiasm. 


The Cuatrmay, in returning thanks, spoke of the labours imposed 
upon the committee in endeavouring to rescue the charity from the finan- 
cial troubles into which it was at one time drifting. He also alluded to 
the invaluable services rendered by Mr. Solomons, the secretary, who had 
been connected with the charity for thirty years. 

Mr. L. Van Oven then announced that the donations collected by the 
stewards had amounted to over £1,300. 

Mr. F. D. Mocarra proposed ‘*‘ The Honorary Officers,” to which Mr. 
Barnett Meyers responded. 

Mr. J. Sepaa proposed “ The Stewards,” to which Mr. N. L. Conen 
responded. 

Mr. L. L. Conen proposed “ The Past Presidents,” coupled with the 
name of Sir A. Rothschild. 

Sir A. humonrously responded. 

The proceedings then concluded. : 

The dinner was served by Messrs. Silver and Son.

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DEBATE ON ROUMANIA., 

An important debate onthe Roumanian question took place last Friday 
evening in the House of Commons, when Sir Francis Goldsmid in an 
extremely able and statesmanlike speech brought the sabject of the Jews 
of Roumania under the notice of the House. Sir F. Goldsmid has been 
an unflinching and untiring advocate of the Roumanian Jews; and 
a deep debt of gratitude is due to him for his manly exertions. Mr. Serjeant 
Simon earnestly and eloquently supported the cause, which, as he justly 
said, was ore not only of the Jews but of hnmanity. The Jews have reason 
to recognize with gratitule the cordial manner in which their caso was 
supported by the members of the House. [f, inleed, the Roumanian 
Government is sincerely on our side, its hands will be strengthened by this 
expression of opinion on the part of the British House of Commons. We 
give below the substance of the debate : 


Sir F. Goldsmid called the attention of the house to the continued ill- 
treatment of the Jews of Roumania and Servia, in defiance of the treaties 
under which those states were constituted. His first reason for doing so 
was that these were not ordinary matters with which England as a state 
had no connection, but a series of infractions of treaties to which this 
country snd others had been parties. His second reason was the extreme 
anxiety which he felt for a renewed expression of the feelings of the British 
House of Commons on the subject. By the convention, under which the 
principalities were united, it was provided that the people should be equally 
admissible to all public offices, that individual liberty should be gazranteed, 
that no one should ‘be prosecuted except in conformity with the law. All 
their civil rights were secured to them, whilst political rights were ¢ nfined 
to Moldavian and Wallachian Christians of every denomination, In 1867 
and 1868 he brought the subject of the persecution of the Jews before te 
house, and on the last of those oecasions Lord Stanley spoke strongly upon 
it, and said it was a question which he thought concerned Christians even 
more than Jews, because, if the sufferings fell on the Jews the disgrace fell 
on the Christians. Lord Stanley also said that he knew of no similar 
instance of a series of oppressive acts committed without any reason or any 
intelligible motive whatever, and that, so far as those acts were connived at 
or instigated by the local authorities, or by the Roumaniau government 
itself, he could only explain it by the tendency of a weak and not over 
scrupulous government to trade on the worst popular passions.. He described 
the incidents which occurred at Ismail. Theunresisting Jews were treated 
in the most inhuman manner, their wives and danghters violated before 
their eyes, their sacred places desecrated, the rolls of their law carried off, 


and even the sanctity of the dead was no protection to their burial places, | 
. which were destroyed. 


Many succumbed to the wounds inflicted on them, 
and dishonoured women were hiling their shame in cellars. Hundreds of 


them were wandering about, some almost naked, and nothing effectual had 
been done for their relief. In that case the riot was preceded by what he 
believed to be a faise accusation: but in two other places in Roumania, 
where similar outrages had been committed, the rioters dispensed with any 
such ceremony as a prelimivary accusation, and rushed upon the Jews with- 
outa pretence. A government inquiry took place into the conduct of the 
president of the synagogue end the rabbi at Ismail, who were charged with 
having incited Zilbermann to tle theft. The government commissioners 
reported that the Jews arrested were entirely guiltless, and they were set 


. free but immediately re-arrested. The American consul at Bucharest, as 


soon as he heard of the re-arrest and that the accused were to be tried 
before a Roumanian jury, wrote, ‘ It is all over, no Rovmanian jury will 
ever acquit Jews ;” and the prediction had been verified, for within the last 
48 hours he had received a telegram, stating that the accused had been 


convicted and the rioters acquitted. All these riots had taken place in 


that part of Bessarabia which was ceded by Russia by the Treaty of Paris, 
and there were not wanting persons who suggested that as Russia had 
succeeded in ending the neutralisation of the Black Sea, and as she was 
reported to be contemplating the :ebuilding of Sebastopol, so she was 
anxious to recover possession of this territory. It was certain that a pam- 
phlet had recently been published in the district pointing out to the inhabi- 
tants the loss they suffered in being annexed to Roumania, and the superior 
advantages of becoming a portion of the great Russian empire. It was also 
said that the flag of the Russian consul was hoisted as the signal for the 
outbreak of the late riots. It was surprising that a weck’s journey from 
England should bring one face to face with a state of things which in 
Western Europe could only be paralied by going back some six or seven 
centuries in the history of the world. In the days of Richard I. or of King 
John, or in the times of the Crusades, when the first step towards the 
recovery of the Holy Land were marked by the massacre of the Jews who 
were met on the road. In the interests of common decency, no modern 
European nation could be permitted to enjoy at once the blessings of 
civilisation and the pleasures of barbarism. No nation could be permitted, 
on the one hand, to meet in legislative assemblies, and avail itself of tho 
railway engine and the electric wire, and, on the other hand, to rob and 
murder men, and to outrage the women and children on the ground of dif- 
ferences of religious faith. Nor could they ever be allowed to prostitute 
trial by jury into a device for securing the condemnation of the objects of 
their hatred. He acknowledged the active and beneficent zeal of the present 
Foreign Secretary, as well as of his predecessor, but he must sugyest that 
the time had arrived when some more decisive course ought to be adopted. 
There were several ways of proceeding open. The government might com- 
bine with the other great powers in insisting on the protection of the Jews 
in Roumania, or they might exercise the power reserved to them by the 
articies of Paris, and inform Turkey that the peace of the principality had 
been broken, and empower her to put matters straight; or they might 
propcese a joint high commission should be sent to Roumania to inquire 
.nto the subject. He earnestly hoped that one of these course would be 


immediate interference of the great powers. Sir Francis also referrad to 
the Jews of Servia. 


Mr. Richard thought it weuld be proper for them to take this oppor- 
tunity of expressing their abhorrence and detestation of the atrocities that 
had been described by the hon. baronet, which were astigma and a disgraco 
to the century in which we lived. The records of every age and country 
showed that no more loyal, industrious, and useful members of the com- 
munity could be desired than were the Jews whenever a fair opportunity 
was allowed them, and that they were capable of winning the highest dis- 
tinctions in philosophy, litera‘ure, art, and politics.. In that house every 
one would admit that the Jews were among its most respected members. An 
appeal to the whole civilised world was the best course to be adopted. He 
hoped the house would let it be understood that they viewed with unquali- 
fied execration the conduct of those who had been acting in the manner 
described by the hon, baronet, and feel, as Lord Stanley had said, that 
though the Jews suffered, the Christians were disgraced. 

Lerd Enfield said his hon. friend the member for Reading had with 
great accuracy depicted the sufferings of his coreligionists in the princi- 
palities during the last twelve years. Whether the Foreign Minister had 
been Lord Russell, Lord Clarendon, or Lord Stanley, strong instructions 
had been sent to the Principalities and Servia, to bring under the notice of 
the autkorities the sufferings inflicted upon the Jews, and to express the 
deep regret and mortification felt by the government. We had, therefore, 
aright to demand from Servia or Roumania perfect political liberty for 
either Jew or Christian in those districts. It was only right that he should 
assure the honse, substantially, all the honourable baronet hal said had 
been confirmed by our corisul, Mr. Green. Lord Enfield detailed the steps 
taken by Mr. Green, to urge a proper course on the Roumanian authorities, 
and he had telegraphed to our representatives abroad. 

Mr. Wheeihouse suggested that it might be possible to do more than 
was iniended to convince the governments of the Principalities that unless 
their treaty obligations were carried out we should be prepared to take 
much more active steps in the matter. 

Mi. Muniz said this was not a Jewish question, but a question of hu- 
manity and of Christianity, and his memory told him that for nearly ten 
years there 1 been similar outrages to those now complained of. 

Mr. Serjeant Simon said he took a personal interest in this question, 
and he could safely say that if the question did not affect the race to which 


_ he belonged, and whose religious convictions he shared, yet, as an Eng- 


lishman, be would complain of the conduct of the government of Roumania. 
Before the Russian war the people of the Principalities were promised 
religious freedom, but what had been the issue of all the blood and treasure 
wasted in that war? Under the Turkish dominion the Jews were better 
off than under the government of Roumania, and fro:n that time since the 
commencement of the present system the Jews had undergone a course of 
oppression which was not exceeded in what were éalled the dark ages By 
constraining the law the court at Bucharest held tkat the Jews were 
foreigners, and ever since they had been Icft to the tender mercy of those 
semj-civilized people whom her Majesty’s government and other govern- 
ments had brought into light by their treaties. Her Majesty’s 
government had done mnech towards the suppression of these out- 
rages, but all the representations made by the European powers 
went for nothing, for the ontrages were repeated in a worse form. 
The sacrilege which had been referred to was committed by a person of the. 
Jewish race, but who at 14 years of age was baptised, and who was a deserter 
from the, Russian army, and that he was set on to commit the crime. What 
could they think of the verdict of semi-barbarian Roumanians ? Who would 
trust his life or interests to such atribunal ? It was the duty of this country 
as one of the guaranteeing powers t> secure combined action, so as to pre- 
vent occurrences of this kind, which were opposed to the privileges and 
rights of civilisation. 


Mr. Dixon and Mr. Whitewell followed on the same strain. 


‘The Daily News makes the following comments upon the debate of 
Friday last :— 

Sir Francis Goldsmid told the House of Commons a series of stories, which, 
if the dates were not given, might have been set down as extracts from some 
griin chronicle of medizval Europe. They were, however, tales of our time— 
narratives of outrages perpetrated upon Jewish populations in Roumania and 
Servia. The Roumanian provinces were once rather happily described as the 
Cremorne Gardens of Europe. But there is undoubtedly a dash of Byzantine 
cruelty to be added to this familiar illustration of levity and scampishness. The 
— in various cities and villages of Roumania have a profound detestation 

or the Jews—as a Cremorne Gardens’ assembly might have had of a Roman 
Catholic during the agitation on the Ecclesiastical Titles Bill. A very slight 
stimulus appears enough sometimes to turn this Roumanian odium theologicum 
into active and savage persecution. If we make the fullest allowance for the 
— exaggeration of fear and suffering in the statements from which Sir 

. Goldsmid cited—nay, if we reduce the accounts to one-fourth of their horror 
—enough remains to prove the existence of the most cruel and outrageous 
popalar persecution, Sir F. Goldsmid also complained that the Jews in Rou- 
mania are being gradually ousted from all the concessions and rights obtained 
for them by the authority of the great Powers of Europe. Against Servia his 
complaint was, rather, thet she still persisted in maintaining old wrongs con 
trary to her engagement, than that she had broken out into new oppressions 
and outrages, Those who were present in the House felt, and made it evident 
that they felt, the warmest sympathy with the appeal of Sir F. Goldsmid ou 
behalf of his persecuted core'igionists on the Danube. We have, of course, & 
right of remonstrance with the Governments of States which we helped to 
create, and which pledged themselves 2s a condition of their existence to uphold 
religious liberty and civil right among all classes of their populations. Lord 
Enfield readily promised that the influence of our Government shall be exer- 
cised again, as it has often been before, on behalf of the persecuted Jews. But 
we must trust to “time and the hour” for the entire extinction of the vulge 
passioa of persecution in those provinces which are still, in all but date an 
almanac, strictly mediwval—medizval, at least, in ignorance, levity and bigotry

PENIE recent brutal and unprovoked 
attacks upon our brethren, resulting in 
the death and bodily injury of many pereons 
and the plunder of whole communities, have 
caneed such distress and loss, that an 
URGENT APPEAL for ASSISTANCE 
has been made by the sufferers to the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and to the Alliance Isra- 
elite Universelle.

houses were pillaged, our sanctuaries dese- 
crated, and Scrolls of the Law carried off. 
Even the dead were disturbed in their rest- 
ing-places, and the cemetery was laid waste. 
Many succumbed under their wounds. Dis- 
graced women and maidens, cold and fa- 
-mished, concealed their shame in grave-like 
cellars. The sick are huddled together on 
straw mats in dreary barrack: that are left 
without windows and doors; they have no 
pHlows to rest their heads onhor coverings 
for their fevered limbs. Hundreds of ill- 
used creatures, stripped almost naked, wan- 
der about the streets, homeless and starving, 
and these beg at the doors of the few who 
have been spared or have suffered in a less 


degree. 

* Brethren! little has as yet been done to 
put a stop to this distress and to mitigate the 
sorrows of the unfortunate; therefore we 
appeal to you, dearest brethren, sons of ONE 
Father— to you who, like ourselves, adore the 


only One, the source of love and goodness,
